A By Henry Honnings,ynto the 
Iriſh Commilsioners, for the vndertaking 
of threeſcore thouſand Acres of the Elchea- 
ted Lands in the North of Ireland, to bee 
planted by certaine Engliſh Gentlemen, of 
which my {elte being one, conſidenng the 
greatnes of the Action, to ſatiſhemy lclte 1 
paſled the Seas, and not farre from the L»f- 
fordItound that very worthy Gentleman, 
Sir Arthur Chicheſter, the Kings Lord Dc- 


putle with other Commailsioners,ſurueying 
A} thoſc 
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thoſe eſcheated Lands from the Church 
Lands,and trom their Lands who haue hi- 

therto bene loyall, 
| being there conuerſant with ſome of the 
chicte Knights and Capraines, defired of 
them to know the cauſe why they themlel- 
ues were not forward to vadertake thoſe 
profitable ſeates and rich grounds:l was an- 
{vercd, that to build Caſtles and Fortes was 
chargeable, neither then1t there ſhould be 
a Mannor erected with twentye or tortye 
Tennants, would they and it ſecure their 
goods: tor although that Caſtle or Forte 
would ferue tor a ſufticient retuge to pre- 
{erue ther ltues ypon any extremitte,yer the 
cruell wood- kerne, the deuowring Woolte, 
and other {uſpitious Iriſh, would ſo attend 
on their buſines, as their being there ſhould 
be little profitable vato them. For an exam- 
ple:Sir Tobye Cawifreld hedwelleth in Char- 
lemonnt a Forte of many other the beſt, and 
well furnifthed with men and munition : yet 
now (even 11 this fatre calme of quiet ) his 
25-5 are driven euery night to lay vp all 
us Cattle asit were in warde, and doe hee 
and 
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and his what they can; the Woolfe and the 
Wood-kerne (within Calieuer fhot of his 
Forte ) haue otten tunes a ſhare: yet I do ve- 
rily belceue, no man keepeth better order, 
alwell for the lafeguard of himfelte and his 
neighbors,as _—_ gouernmentot al thoſe 
parts about him. 

The like | haue obſerued in many other 
places: and to ſpeake thetruth,all men there 
in all places doe the like,and that within the 
Englith Pale (as they a long time haue cald 
it) Sir [obn King he dwelleth within halfe a 
mile of Dublin : Sir Henry Harringts within 
halfe a mile on the other ſide thereof, Fewe 
men that euer I have ſcene better ſeated for 
much good Soyle: they alſo doe the like,for 
thoſe fore named enemnres, doe cuery night 
{uruey the Fields to the very wals of Dublin, 
whatlocuer is left abroad 1s in danger to be 
loſt : ſo they cannot for the foreſaid caulcs 
contriue any thing to much profit, akhough 
it hath bene mhabitcd a longtime. / 

The conſideration whereof fatiihed me 
with the impoſsibilitie of planting a'Manor 
vader the protection of any ſtrong buik 

Calle; 
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Caſtle;but after thatl had trauailed amog(t 
the meere Iriſh, and had ſufficiently infor- 
med my {elte with their conditions,their na- 
rure,and manner of lite,l found it mott cer- 
tainely impolsible by ſuch kinde of plantati- 
on to improueany thing with ſecurity,to a- 
ny great profit, neither any with whome [ 
conterred, would or could ſet done how 
with ſecurity any thing might be vnderta- 
ken. - 

Thercſore the principall ttudd of this 
trame muſt be wrought with a tennor more 
ſubſtantiall chenhath bene hitherto by any 
one mencioned. 

I acknowledge and ſee it ſufticiently, that 
many Caſtles and fortes well fortified, doth 
and wil reſ{traine the violence of ſuch a ſcat- 
tered people as they are, being at this pre- 
{cntalrogether without men of condudt or 
armour, but 1 thinke thoſe Cattles & Fortes 
more necetlary in time of warre; for then 
thereby the Cattell of the Rebelsare cut off, 
and they are iforcedto vnite themſclues 
1ato many ſtrong troopes,otherwile the ga- 
rifons of thoſe places would bereaue them 

of 
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of all their victuals, and hinder their com- . 
merce, and all their other intentions 
whatſoeuer, forthey cannot. be ſtrang y- 
nough at one inſtant in euery place to cn- 
couter the torce ofthoſe mulluary garriſons, 
who are maintained ata great rate. (as I 
thinke) out otthe Exchequer: for theſe vn- 
dertakers to plant themlelues ſo in this tinie 
ot quiet,l, doe verily belceueit would be to 
ſmall auaile,and notthe beſt way to ſecure 
theniſelues with their goods,aud that wilde 
country to the Crowne of England; for al- 
though there be no apparant enemy, nor a- 
ny vitible maine force, yet the wood-keine 
and many other (who now haue put on the 
ſmiling countenaunce of contentment) doe 
threaten euery houre, if oportunitic of rime 
and place doth ferue, to burne and ſteale 
whatſocuer: and belides them there be two, 
thechicf ſupporters of al their inſolencic,the 
inacceſ{able woods,& the not paſſible bogs: 
which to ſubie& to onr deſires is not calic, 
and thatnotperformcd, it is not poſſible to 
make a profitable,inprouement, no not by 


any meanes 1n atty place. | 
More- 
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Moreouer the frowning countenance of 
chance and change,(tornothing fo certaine 
as that all thinges are moſt vncertaine)doch 
alſo incite a prouident vndertaker to la 
ſuch a foundation, as it ſhould be rather a 
violent itorme then a tret of toule weather 
that ſhould anoy lym. A ſcattered plantati- 
on will never etteXt his defire: what can the 
countenance of a Caſtle or Bawne with a 
tewe followers doe? euen as they ar this 
preſent doe : which is nothing to any Pur- 

ole. 

VWhat ſhall we then ſay? or to what courſe 
ſhal we betake our (cluevurely by building 
of awel tortified Towne, tobe able at any 
time at an houres warning with five hadred 
men well armed,to encounter all occaſions: 
neither will that be ſufficient, exceptthar be 
ſeconded with ſuch another, and that al{o(if 
it may be, as cally it may) witha third: ſo 
there will be helpe on euery ſide, to detend, 
& oftend: tor as in England,it a priuy watch 
be ſct,many maletadors are apprebended, 
euen amonglt their cuppes * fo there when 
the ſpaces in the Woods be cut our, and the 
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bogges be made ſomewhat pallible, then 


theſe new erected townes intendinga re- 
formation, mult often times at the firſt ſeta 
yniverſall great hunt,that a ſuddaine ſearch 
may be made in all ſuſpirious places,for the 
Woolte and the Wood: kerne,which being 
ſecretly and wiſely appointed by the gouer- 
nors,they with the hel[peof tome Iriſh, well 
acquainted with the boles and holdes of 
thoſe oftenders, the generallitic ſhall ſearch 
euery particular place, _ 

For an example,the fourth day of March, 
the Lyfford,the Omigh,they in Farmanagh, 
Dongeanon, and Colrayne, hall on that day 
ſend forth trom euery one of rhofe places, 
an hundred men; which fiue hundred men 
{hall as then make ſcarchin all, or1n all the 
molt ſuſpitious places: and by being at one 
inſtant liperſed wich furniture fit tor ſuch 
buſines, they ſhall diſcouer all the Caues, 
holes,& lurking places of that country,cucn 
for an hundred miles compaſle:8& no doubt 
it will bea pleaſant hunt, andmuch preye Faſr 
will tall co the followers : for what dooth c- Tough, 
{cape fome, will fall ro the hands of others, 
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and bring ſuch a terror,that the woolfe him- 
{clic will not dare to continue his haunt, 
where ſuch ſo ſuddaineincurtions ſhall be 
vſed, although i be but once in a moneth: 
the charge none;the pleaſure much,the pro- 
fir more: then may they make incloſures, 8& 
venture their Cattell abroad, for toſtarue in 
the night doth ouerthrow the feede of the 
day, with the generall improuemens and 
chic fprofit,for the teeding of al kind of Cat- 
tle: then may they ſowe, mowe,plant,thriue 
& be merry,tor this kind of planting wil not 
onely ſupplant thoſe domelticall enemies, 
bur there will be out otthoſe townes fiue 
thouſand well armed men,to encounter any 
forraine enemy, that ſhall ofter arriuall to 
inuade, whereby his Mateſtic (hall ſhortly 
haue little neede of thoſe ſo chargeable gar- 
riſons : For theſe vndertakers wall eaſily re- 
ſtraine the mutimies ofthem athome, and 
confrontthe power of any inuader whatſo- 
eter, and thoſe good tellowes in trowzes, [ 
meane the cuery where diſperſed creatures 
in the crears,ſceing this courſe, they willno 
longerhearken atter change, nor entertaine 
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the lurking wood-kerne,asnow they doe. 
Throughout all Ireland where there be 
Fortes and garriſons in paye, itall thoſe 
places wereplanted with this kinde of vn- 
dertaking,& the old worthy Soldiers, who 
in thoſe places haue garriſons in pay, with 
euery one of their Soldiers, it they were re- 
warded with the fee ſim plethereof, to them 
& to their heires,payingatter one lite yeare- 
ly vuto his Maieſtte a tee-farme, as the other 
vndertakers doe ; but theſe Captaines and 
Soldiers would haue their pay continued, 
otherwiſe they ſhallnot be able to pro- 
ceede with the charge ofplanting, and 
then other lands there next adioyning laide 
alſo to ſuchplaces, that many might 1oyne 
with themto ercc corporations:which may 
be performed now ten times better cheape 
then it wil be heerafter:their ſecurity would 
be much better, and the ſocierye tarre ex- 
cell, & ſo the charge of the garriſons might 
be withdrawne, the olde worthy warriour 
who hath gone already through with the 
brunt of that bufines,ſhall witha good fatil- 


tation be rewarded, and all Viſter a gn 
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hundred times better ſecured vnto the 
Crowne of England: torthe generation of 
the [niſh,(who doeat this time encreaſe ten 
to one more then the Engliſh, nay 1 might 
well lay twenty) will neuer otherwiſe be 
ſafficently brideled: ot all which | would fa- 
riſhe your highnes by an example. 

The Lyfford,whercas there be an hundred 
Soldiers in pay, (as is reported) which can- 
not come vnto lJet]e then a thouſand pounds 
jearely,andit there were in that kingdome 
many {ſuch,it would amount vntoa great 
ſomme by the yeare,and many ot them per- 
aducnture like this, able indeed a ſmal trme 

to withitand the ficit or ſecond aflaulr ofa 

weake enenne. But it the Lyfford and the 
Lands adioyning neere thereunto,were vn- 
| dertaken by many, their many helping 
hands (euery man reſpetting his owne pro- 
fit) they would not regard charge, nor be 
weary with labor andpaines to frame a per- 
pane ſecurity, ard good ſucceſle to their 

uſmneſle:and fo there might out of dout by 
that goodly river fide, belaid out ſo much 
land, (belides the Gouernours and Soldiers 
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allowance) as the vndertakers \vould clecre 
all that pay,and the hike in many ſuch other 
places:and giue vnto the Crowne ahundred 
poitds yerely for a tee-tarme for cuer, which 
would rife mn that kingdome,to 2 very great 
waſſe,and the great þ pos ot thc gatriſons 
withdrawne 1 might ſay the like ot the O- 
migb,ot Dongannon,and of many luch orher 
places, and ſothere would be inſtead of po- 
pery truc religion; & a comfortable ſociety, 
\, .,creas at this preſent, there is fmall appa- 
rance and much defe@ ot them, and ot all 
other the chictelt things to make the life of 
man happy, oncly plenty ofgood victuall 
excepted. | 

How exceedingly wel ftandeth 4-dmath, 
better ſeate for rich ſoyle there cannot bee, 
but ſo poore, as 1 doe verily thinke all the 
houſhold ttutte im that Citty is not worth 
twenty pounds, yet it is the Primate of ail 
Ireland, &as they lay for antiquitic, one of 
the moſt antient m x Europe.itis allo of ſo 
fmall power as forty reſolute men,may rob, 
rifle, and burne it:were it a defenced:corPo- 


ration K would ſoone be rich and religious, 
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and the ſecurity would make one acre more 
worth then now twenty be. Atthis preſent 
itisa moſt baſe and abiect thing, not much 
betterthen Stycbane,& not ablc to reſtraine, 
no,not the violence of the Woolte.Moreo- 
uer many be the commoditics of this kinde 
ot vndertaking a ſcattered platation,for ma- 
ny vndertakers to be diſperſed three ſcore 
miles in copafle,alas they ſhal be now atthe 
firſt Iike the vaboundlticks ot a bruth tagor, 
ealieto be gathered, hewen and had to 
the fire, neither ſhall there berruc Religion, 
ſweete ſociety, nor any comtortable ſecuri- 
ty among(t = , no, nor any other the 
principall reſpectes and commodities that 
mans Fe defireth, as they who there now 
doe live do know very well: but in oneand 
the ſel fe-ſame eſtate formany to be bound 
vp together in the band of one hope, ſoas 
al muſt be but one, It muſt be the power of 
ſome great Monarch, who recciuing more 
blowes then benefites, ſhall buy the vabind- 
ing of this fagot, at a much greater rate then 
will be for his gaine or reputation. 

| But ſome peraduenture will ſay here is 
much 
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much ſpeech of corporations, but nothing 
how the Lands which lycth farre remote, 
which theſe vndertakers mult take vp,ſhall 
be vſed,tor it will be very inconuenient that 
vnto this corporation all the commodities 
ofthat great quantity otground ſhal be pre- 
| fentlytranſported, both for the diſtance of 
the place, and other diſcommodities:and ut 
is expected that there ſhould be Manors 
erected, 8& notthat one corporation ſhould 
containe ſo great a circuit. My an{were 1s, 
that the corporation ſhall containe all that 
quantity of ground, for when they therein 
haue 4 aMns,, the country to their delires, 
then. there ſhall be by theſe vndertakers 
many Manors erected, and after the firſt 
or ſecond yeare, moſt of the houles within 
this corporation built by theſe vadertakers, 
(for eucry man according to the quantity of 
his land muſt putto his ade) although theſe 
houſes ſhall be ſtill their owne, yet then, 
when the great Huntes before mentioned, 
haue reduced the country to ſuch paſle;as in 
the ſeueralties of every man, their Cattell 


'may bein ſecurity, then moſt of thoſe buil- 
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dings m the corporation ſhall be left, ande- 
uery man ot the vndertakers ſhall build on 
his demeanes a ſtrong Mannor bout, and 
certaine Tenements tor his T enants about 
him,on fach Lan-!s as he ſhall allotthem by 
coppy of Courr role, or otherwiſc, trorhem 
and their heires for eucr: and within the cor- 
poration,euery one of the vndertakers ſhall 
{til retaine his manſion houſe, there todwel 
at his pleafure, and allche other of his hou- 
fcs there,ſhall be fer oner vnro tradeſmen;as 
Shoomakers,Smithes,Carpenters, Weauers, 
and fuch like: ſo in Sommer he may remain 
with his tennants mthe country,andin win- 
ter with his farmers the tradeſmen in the 
corporation, which 1 hope to fee a taire we}l 
gouerned and a very ftrong Cuty, which 
will ſerue at all times to detend them and all 
their moueables, if inuafion or any other vi- 
olent ſtorme ſhould come : ſo all the land 
farre remote ſhall be built and inhabied 
with 200d ſecurity. 

Oh this word Myne is a ſtrong warrior,e- 
very man for his owne will aduenture farre, 
the Mercinary Rutter will often times haue 
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his charge empty with men, when his purſe 
ſhall be tull with dead payes. This my vali- 
ant and pruuident warriour Myne, he will 
rather increaſe then decreaſe his nomber, 
he doth watch and ward night & day with- 
out cealing, Therefore in this our vnderta- 
king,let alſhe people beſuch as ſhall cnioy 
euery man more or lefſe of his owne, and if 
theywere ſuch as hadno other eltate then 
there, it were the better. 

But | teare, it many ſhall peruſe this reci- 
tal,molt ofthem wil be viterly deterredwith 
the charge, ſaying, it is eaſieto be ſpoken, 
but to their capaciue very difficult to be per 
formed, and ſo they will withdrawe them- 
ſclues & their conceits from imbracing that 
which I would haue them entertaine - 0k 
fully inthe beſt faſhion. Therefore 1 doe in- 
cite them to confider, that all thoſe great 
and ſumptuous buildings which former a- 
ges have left ynto euerlaſtipg polterity,were 
not erected any where, where continuance 
of peace had improucd all thinges to a high 
rate and great price, but the originall of all 
nations,was =z and whenthe Lands i 
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all the commodities of thole places were of 
ſmall worth. To enter intothe perticular 
heerecot would be rather tedious then necel(- 
ſary. | 
There be twelue of vs vnder the afliona- 
tron of tl ertyht honorable,G.lbert al. of 
Shrewesbury, who incend by the help of al- 
mighty God to imployca good part of our 
ſubſtance, and beſtowe our beſt indeuours 
therein: for diſcourſing will not doe it, it 
muſt be a painetul hand, $ a cuſcreet minde 
furniſhed with knowledge and much expe- 
rience : we cannot cnioy the happy El:2:tan 
helds, but by paflmg ouer the pilke 11uer 
Stix:forheauenwtl not be had without ſome 
tribulation, neither may we feede vpon the 
delicates prepared ina richand pleſant ban- 
quetting Gallery, except we doe ftraine our 
fecte to paſſe vpon the firſt 8 ſecond aire: 
ſo difficult is the thing that we intend,Demi- 
dium toti, qu bene eepit,baber . It any thing 
ſceme diflicult, rouſe vp thy ſpirit, and pur 
to both thy hands. Great thinges without 
much labor can not be obtained: Rome was 
Not built In one day, but this infiue yeares 
; may 
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may be performed without admiration, e- 
{peciallyitall theſe planters do.draw.cloſely 
rozether withourdufentto,ormuteny: ther« 
fore there mult efpeciall regard be bad, that 
in this corporation the chiete Gouernox be 
of wiſdome,wealth, and authoritic, ſuch a 
one as wil be obeyed, yet wiltconferre with 
other, and not be too much addicted to his 
owne conceits: without gouernment there is 
nothing but contuſion: ſo many heads ſo 
many opinions. Let all the vndertakers haue 
recourſe ynto the conſultations,the meaneſt 
may ſometimes bring foortha neceſſary 
knowledge, therefore leteuery mans opint- 
on be heard,but let the Gouernor with his 
aſſiſtants determine, and let all the reſt con- 
fent thereto, or endure condigne puniſh- 
ment, 
And as for thee that putteſt difkdence in 
the aſſurance, which thou (halthaue trom- 
his Maicſtie, thou needeſt not trouble thy 
head therwith,there hath beve already. two 
ſuruaics to know the parcels and- precins 
exactly: no doubt vpontthe deuiſion there

So before thou dooſt charge thy ſelfe any 
waythy portion ſhall be cleere, orelſe thou 
ſhalt haue fome other that ſhall be voide of 
all incombrance. 

Furthermore,to comfortthy fearefull ſpi- 
rit, there thou ſhalthauc many good neigh- 
bors, tor allthey thy countrymen that are al- 
readythere eſtated with part of thoſe Lands, 
of which there be many ofthe chicte in that 
kinzdome, they are hearty well willers vnto | 
al vndertakers,both for that your good pro- 
ceedings will ſecond, and as it were fortific 
their already beginnings: and they be in- 
deede Gentlemenof ſuch ſort and quality,as 
they ſpeake alwaics what they thinke, and 
performe what they _-_ . They docnot 
after the taſhion ot- this age carry bread in 
the one hand aud a fone 1n the other; but 
they haue a ſword alwaies ready to maine- 


raine truth and equity; belides a very excel- 
lent

lent courſe of proceeding by law: And to 
knit thy atieCtion more firmely tothe hope 
otihy well dowg there, I docmfuce thee, 
there deexcellent warriors, and they ſuch 
worthy men as wilwillmgly backe thy buſi- 
nes,& in time of need violently abate the vi- 
olence of any thatſhal inted thy trouble: ſo 
Mars himlelte thallprote& thee,& perhaps 
Mereury too: & itthou bectt honeſtly con- 
tent with that which t1schine, thou maycR 
there liue and neuer trouble the Lawyer,and 
thou ſhalt tiade irto be agreat bleſimg, All 
whichT hauewritten toencounage thy tain- 
tivg fpirit,which rather then fatlewilabiect 
the chargesttmher, and the danger,which'1s 
nothing ſo much as amongſt good tellowes 
Mts, to be bealtly-drunke at home.
